OKLAHOMA: Milk production during the first quarter of 1974 is estimated at 270 million pounds , 
down 5 percent from the 283 million pounds produced during the same quarter last 
year, according to the Oklahoma Crop and Livestock Reporting Service. 





| There was an average of 125,000 milk cows in Oklahoma during March, 8,000 less than 
in 1973. With total production for March at 95 million pounds, the average yield per cow was 
760 pounds, equal to the March 1973 per cow average. On April 1, reporters were feeding 14.3 
pounds of grain and other concentrates per milk cow, down 8 percent from the 15.5 pounds fed 
on April 1 last year. 





UNITED STATES: Milk production during March, at an estimated 9,933 million pounds, although up 
14 percent from February, was down 3 percent from March 1973. Milk production 

- in March provided 1.51 pounds of milk per person daily for all uses. This compares with 1.57 
pounds a year earlier and 1.47 for February 1974. Milk production per cow was 887 pounds dur- 
ing March, virtually unchanged from last year's 886 pounds, but 14 percent more than February 
1974. Milk cows on farms during March totaled 11,202,000 head, 3 percent fewer than March 

- 1973. Grain and concentrates fed milk cows on April 1 averaged 13.8 pounds per cow, the same 

aS a year ago. The January 1, 1974 estimated feeding rate was 13.1 pounds per cow.

There were higher prices for both fluid milk and manu- 
facturing grade milk. Fat tests for the first quarter averaged slightly below those of the 
previous year.
